BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW 28A.600.310 and 1994 c 205 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

(1) Eleventh and twelfth grade students or students who have not
yet received the credits required for the award of a high school
di pl oma ((er—ts—eguivalent)) and are eligible to be in the el eventh or
twelfth grades may apply to a participating institution of higher
education to enroll in courses or prograns offered by the institution
of higher education. A student receiving hone-based instruction
enrolling in a public high school for the sole purpose of participating
in courses or prograns offered by institutions of higher education
shall not be counted by the school district in any required state or
federal accountability reporting if the student's parents or guardi ans
filed a declaration of intent to provide hone-based instruction and the
student received hone-based instruction during the school year before
the school year in which the student intends to participate in courses
or prograns offered by the institution of higher education. Students
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recei ving hone-based instruction under chapter 28A. 200 RCWand students
attending private schools approved under chapter 28A 195 RCWshall not
be required to neet the student |learning goals, obtain a certificate of
academ c achievenent or a certificate of individual achievenent to
graduate from high school, or to nmaster the essential academ c | earning
requi renents. However, students are eligible to enroll in courses or
prograns in participating universities only if the board of directors
of the student's school district has decided to participate in the
program Participating institutions of hi gher  educati on, in
consultation with school districts, nmay establish adm ssion standards
for these students. |If the institution of higher education accepts a
secondary school pupil for enrollnment wunder this section, the
institution of higher education shall send witten notice to the pupi
and the pupil's school district within ten days of acceptance. The
notice shall indicate the course and hours of enrollnment for that
pupi | .

(2) The pupil's school district shall transmt to the institution
of higher education an amount per each full-tinme equivalent college
student at statewide uniform rates for vocational and nonvocationa
st udent s. The superintendent of public instruction shall separately
calculate and allocate noneys appropriated for basic educati on under
RCW 28A.150.260 to school districts for purposes of naking such
paynments and for granting school districts seven percent thereof to
of fset programrelated costs. The calculations and all ocations shal
be based upon the estimted statew de annual average per full-tinme
equi val ent high school student allocations under RCW 28A 150. 260,
excl uding small hi gh school enhancenents, and applicable rul es adopted
under chapter 34.05 RCW The superintendent of public instruction, the
hi gher education coordi nating board, and the state board for comunity
and techni cal coll eges shall consult on the calculation and
distribution of the funds. The institution of higher education shal
not require the pupil to pay any other fees. The funds received by the
institution of higher education fromthe school district shall not be
deened tuition or operating fees and nmay be retained by the institution
of higher education. A student enrolled under this subsection shal
not be counted for the purpose of determining any enrollnent
